The Administration is also considering 
seeking Congressional backing for 
military aid to the Nicaraguan rebels, 
in the wake of charges that Cubans are 
increasingly involved in the fighting 
there on behalf of the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Shultz said that ‘diplomacy is 
unlikely to work unless there is effec- 
nve resistance." 

He said th e West should b e flexible in 
what it does. "Sometimes we should 
give military and economic assistance 
to neighboring states that are threat- 
ened : sometimes we should extend i 
moral or humanitarian or other kinds 1 
of support to those resisting,” he said 
Sometimes help may be better given 
without open acknowledgement: cov- 
ert action has been part of the arsenal 
of states since time immemorial 
providing a means of influence short of 
outright confrontation.” 

"We should be prudent, realistic, and 
always cognizant of the political di- 
mension of the problem.” he said 
Nevertheless, the factor of power is 
inescapable.” 

"For diplomacy does not depend on 
good will alone,” he said. "It does not 
depend on good intentions alone. Some- 
times it depends on single-mindedness 
and will.”
